In order 
to render possible the creation of great local industry, 
great power supply centers are to be established by means 
of constructing hydroelectric plants on the Siberian rivers 
= Angora, Yenissei and Ob!. This project, on the other hand, 
requires the discovery of further and new mineral resources 
in this area.
